The opening of the uew East fiver 


bridge ou Dec- 19 will iuddentally fur- 
nish New Yorkers with an opportunity 
to witness oue of the iwost gigantic 
electric light displays ever seen in New j 
York city. With the setting of the sun 
on that day will be brought iuto duz- ' 
zling relief a veritable bridge of lire1 


more than a mile iu length, its cables 
and towers, slriugpieces, spans and 
anchorages traced in electric light 
bulbs. Suspended between the towers 
ou both the New York and Brooklyn 
ends will glitter enormous stars and 
the coat of arms of the city of New 
York, while iu the center of the bridge, 
where the cables uieex, two immense 
American tiags traced in colored lights 
will be installed. 


These flags, one on the up stream and 


one on the down stream side of the 
structure, will be twenty-live feet in 
height and 100 feet long anil will con- 
tain each about 2,000 lamps properly 
colored so as to bring out perfectly the 
red, white and blue of Old Glory- 
only colored lights that will be used are 
those for these flags and the coat of 
arms, all other lights being frosted. 


The contract for .these electric light 


decorations for the opening of the new 
structure embodies the largest instal- 
lation for decorations that have ever 
been undertaken in the country. 1'here 
will be in use 20,000 bulbs of eight 
candle power each. The electricity re- 
quired to illuminate the bridge on this 
occasion will require- a dynamo capac- 
ity of uearly 1.000 horsepower. There 
will be nearly twenty miles of wire 
used in the work, and the bridge of 
fire will be visible from as far distant 
as the spectator can find a vantage 
point within several counties. 


The East river will be further lit up 


on that occasion by one of the largest 
and most elaborate displays of fire- 
works ever (seen in New York, which 
will continue for more than two hoursj 
The chief figure of this exhibition will 
be a set piece, representing Niagara 
falls. This will be 1,000 feet wide, and 
the fall w.ill be from the roadway of the 
span to the river itself, a distance of 
nearly 140 feet. Topping this cataract 
and shown above the main cables at 
the same time will ba five pictures in 
fire of prominent men. One will be of 
the late Andrew II. Green, "father of 
Greater New York."
